You and each of you do solemnly 
swear you will well and truly try the 
issues joined in the cause now before 
the Court.and a true verdict render 
according to the law and the evidence.

The 12 jurors in the McDermott will 
contest case stood firm Wednesday in 
their refusal to sign the verdict, pre- 
pared for them Tuesday afternoon by 
Circuit Judge Withrow, in favor of the 
defendant, the Rev. Father John White, 
pastor of Holy Innocents’ Catholic 
Church, and executor of Mrs. Bridget 
McDermott’s estate. The deadlock, or 
strike, as it is termed at the courthouse, 
has lasted nearly 24 hours. 

Judge Withrow, at 16 a. m., 
jury before him for the third time, and 
asked the foreman, Henry C. Hartmann, 


whether the jury was ready to sign the 
verdict ordered by the Court. 

“We are ‘not,”’ said Hartmann, and 
the jury was sent back. It was not 
heard from again in the morning, except 
for a request that better drinking water 
be provided for the juryroom. This re- 
quest was granted. 

The jury was excused at noon Wednes- 
day until 10 a. m,. Thursday. One of 
the jurors, George M. Ravold, had an 
engagement to sing ata funeral Wednes 
day afternoon. 

The will contest.case on trial was in- 
stituted by .sars. Mary Farrington, She 
contended that, after having helped, 
from her savings, to buy property for 
her mother, she was cut off in the will 
with $1, through Father White’s influ- 
ence. Father White was Mrs. McDer- 
mott’'s pastor and confessor. 


Outside Influence Denied. 
The witnesses in behalf ne the will 


were James J. O’Donohoe and Louis 
Fasterling, who testified thet Mrs. Mc- 
Dermott was of sound mind, and was 
not uncer any undue outside influence. 

Mrs. Farrington, the plaintiff, then 
testified that she hed frequently seen 
Father White at her mother’s home, 
and that, while she had never heard 
any conversation in which he sought to 
influence her about the will, she be- 
lieved he had made such an attempt 
She was asked by Attorney Thomas E. 
Mulvihill, representing Father White. 
it she romembered a sermon preached 
by Father White at her brother's fun- 
eral. She said she did not. It was 
stated later that thts sermon, by its 
plain speaking, gave offense to Mrs. 
McDermott, and that therefore the 
priest would not have been likely to 
have great influence with her. 

Maggie and Josie Goetz, who also re- 
ceived $1 each in the will, testified that 
they had seen Father White with Mrs. 
but had heard no remarks 
wk‘’ch would tend to influence her 
about the will. 

Futher White then testified that he 
culled about twice a month to hear 
Mrs. McDermott’s confession and ad- 
ininister the sacrament, she being ar. 
invalid. He denied having sought to 
influence hér in temporal matters. 
> Judge Orders Verdict, 

Judge Withrow then addressed the 
jury, stating that no evidence had been 
fhown, either that Mrs. McDermott was 
incompetent to make the will, or that 
she was unduly influenced He, there- 
fore, instructed the jury to bring in a 
verdict sastaining the will, ard handed 
the foreman a blank for the verdict. 

The jury retired, in charge of Deputy 
Sheriff Frank Hassemer. The jurymen 
aid not return and after waiting 15 
minutes Judge Withrow sent for them. 
Foreman Hartmann said the jurymen 
were unanimous of the opinion that un- 
due tnfluence had been shown and that 
they could not coascientiously sign a 
verdict eustaining the will. 

The Judge explained the law and sent 
the jury back. In a short time Deputy 
Hassemer was called to th® jury room 
end it was supposed by the court at- 
tnaehes that the jurymen had signed, but 
instead of that they had agreed to 
“stick it out’ and had takeh up a collec- 
tion and wanted to send Hassemer for 
cigars and cigarettes. 

Insint on Deciding Cane. 

About two hours later the Judge 
“gain sent for the jurors and asked 
them if they had signed the verdict. 
Foreman Hartmann said they had not 
and were not willing to sign it because 
it Was not their verdict, They thougiit. 
he said, that, “as American citizens,” 
they had the right to decide the case 
instead of having the Judge decide !t for 
them.

PARIS, Dec. 13:—The name of Mme. 


Curie, the discoverer of radium and one 


of the most eminent professors of chem- 
istry at the College of France, was 
cited today in a petition filed in the di- 
vorce court by the wife of Prof. Lange- 
vin, also a professor of general and ex- 
perimental physics, at the College of 
France. 

Mme. Langevin asks in her petition 
for separation and the custody of her 
children. She also claims separate main- 
tenance, on the ground of her husband's 
alleged misconduct, 

Prof. Langevin, through his lawyer, 
entered opposition to the form of the 
petition. This procedure is customary 
in France, even when the parties to the 
suit have reached an agtfeement, but 
ne*hing definite can be concluded from 
this fact until the Court announces its 
decision, on Dee. 2. 

I~™e. Langevin’s lawyer also submit- 
ted documents containing letters alleged 
to have passed between Mme. Curie and 
Prof. Langevin, which he contends prove 
“grave injuries,” this term meaning 
either physical violence or marital! in- 
fidelity. 

Maitre Coudy announced in court that 
if a separation (which becomes divorce 
in France at the end of three years) is 
granted, Mme. Langevin will withdraw 
the complaint which she brought in the 
Criminal Court against Prof. Langevin 
and Mme. Curie. Otherwise, she would 
let that allegation take the ordinary 
course. 

The™awyers refuse to sav whether a 
genera. agreement has been reached be- 
tween t. » parties. They apparentiy are 
awaiting ¢for the Court's decision on 
the questfon of separation. 

The letters cited by Mme. Langevin’'s 
lawyer include all those which Mme. 
Langevin removed surreptitiously from 
her husband's second apartment, where 
he is said to have constantly met Mme. 
Curle, and it is Afnted they show that 
relations of great intimacy existed, 
while it also is said they disclose the 
attempts made by Mme. Curie to sep- 
arate Prof. Langevin from his wife.

Duke of Fife and their daughters, were 
placed in jeopardy today by the strand- 
ing of the liner Delhi off Cape Spartel 
in Morocco. They were rescued while a 
heavy sea was running. 

Immediately after the news was re- 
ceived here, all available tugs and sev- 
eral war vessels were dispatched at ful] 
speed to the scene. Lifesaving appart- 
us also was sent both by land and sea. 

A storm was :iaging, and it was diffi- 
cult for the rescuers to get close to the 
Delhi, but with the assistance of the 
“rench cruiser Friant, sent by the 
French naval authorities from Tangier, 
the women and children were taken off 
and landed. , 

The Duke of Fife remained on board. 

The Princess Royal and her daugh- 
ters were taken in the lifeboat and 
landed at Cape Spartel. From there 
they traveled to Tangier, where they 
went on board a warship and proceeded 
to Gibraltar. 

It is believed there is no immediate 
danger of the vessel foundering, but 
hitherto the efforts to get her off 
have proved unavailing. The weather 
grew worse and the smaller vessels 
assisting in the rescue work found 
difficulty in keeping near owing to 
the surf. 

The Princess Royal has sent a wire- 
less message to Queen Alexandra say- 
ing’ ‘‘all are safe on board the De hi.”’ 
‘che message was sent through the “\re- 
less station at Cadiz and the Prin. ess 
added a request that it be made public. 

The Governor of Gibraltar, Lieuvren- 
ant-General Sir Archibald Hunter. is 
preparing rooms at the Government 
house for the reception of the Princess 
Royal and her family on their arrival 
bere.

Father Says He Will Fight for 
Daughters—Not Sure He 
Wants Divorce.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—Mrs. Ralph J. 


Holmes, who came from St. Louis to 
kidnap her little girls, Marian and Mar- 
garet, 7 and 9 years old, seized the 
children near the public school at Down- 
er’s Grove today and sped away with 
them in a taxicab. 

She was arrested at Aurora, 20 min- 
utes later, by policemen who had been 
notified to intercept her there. 

Both Mrs. Holmes and her husband 
formerly lived in St. Louis. He was 
formerly chief clerk in the Chicago 
Postoffice, but recently engaged in busi- 
ness here. 

On arriving in Aurora, Mrs. Holmes 
went to the Burlington depot and bought 
a ticket for Burlington, Io. From there 
she said she intended to go to St. Louis. 
Her face was heavily veiled and the 
fices of the children-were covered with 
tlack clotk. Their strange appearanuce 
attracted much attention before police- 
ren rushed into the station and ar- 
rested the mother. 

Mr. and Mrs. Holmes’ final separa- 
tion was three months ago. They had 
r.any quarrels in recent years. Mrs. 
Holmes went to St. Louis. Her return 
here, she says, was for the express pur- 
pose of carrying off the children. She 
arrived here this morning and drove to 
Downer’s Grove in a taxicab. As she 
neared the school the mother saw her 
children walking along with their Pooks 
under their arms. 


Children Were Overjoyved, 
“There they are,’’ she cried. The 


chauffeur, whom she had taken into her 
confidence, jumped from his seat and 
called the children by name. They ran 
tc him and_taking one -nder each arm, 
he placed them in the taxicab. The 
children did not recognize their mother 


overjoyed to see her. 

“Life is not worth living,’’ sobbed 
Mrs. Holmes as she was led to a ‘cell. 
Marian, seeing her mother in_ tears, 
threw her arms around Mrs. Holmes’ 
neck and cried, ‘‘Mamma, mamma.”’ 
Both children wept when their mother 
was imprisoned. 


Mrs. Holmes was Miss Mamie Dow'- 
ing of St. Louis, daughter of Policeman 
Thomas Dowling, who died about two 
years ago. Before her marriage she had 
charge of a department in a big Jown- 
town store. 

A few days ago she visited the store 
here where she formerly worked and 
told friends of her plan to regain pos- 
session of the clildren. She said she 
would go to Chicago and disguise her- 
self as an old woman and carry off tine 
little girls in an auto ‘ 

Ralph J. Holmes was an inspector in 
the St. Louis Postoffice when he and 
Miss Dowling were married. They did 
not live happily together. There was a 
separation and Mrs. Holmes went back 
to work in a department store. Recon- 
ciliations and separations were fre- 
quent. 

Policeman Dowling, Mrs. Holmes’ 
father, was for many years stationed 
at the old Lindell Hotel, and later was 
on duty at the St. Louis approach of 
Eads Bridge. When he died he had 
served on the force longer than any St. 
Louis policeman.

John H. Vette, money lender charged 
with usury, represented by Jeptha D.

Vette to get a fair trial in St. Louis be-

Prosecuting Attorney Howard Cidener 
put on an equal array of just as prom- 
inent men to show that Vette could be 
given an impartial hearing. 

Otto Stifel, brewer and _. politician, 
called by Howe, said that Vette’s busi- 
ress methods generally were condemned. 
He said that many poor people had 
come to him with tales of woe about 
being in Vette’s clutches, and he had 
helped them out of his own pocket. 

William Grafeman, dairyman, testified 
that he had heard Vette assailed often, 
and knew his reputation to be bad. 
“They are getting after Vette’s scalp,”’ 
was an expression Grafeman said he 
had heard on the streets more than 
once. 

Charles Sutter, a manufacturer in the 
Carleton -Building, ‘told the Court that 
he had heard Vette generally con- 
demned, and said that it was common 
talk that Vette was guilty. 

James Hagerman Jr., former city col- 
lector, the first witness called for Vette, 
said that he had heard Vette’s reputa- 
tion and business methods discussed fre- 
quently, and believed that there was a 
prejudice against the man that would 
prevent a fair trial being given him.

Judge O’Neill Ryan 
Says Juryls Wrong 


IRMER Circuit Judge O'Neill 
F Ryan, dean of the St. Louis 
University Institute of Law, 
told a Post-Dispatch repo;ter 
Wednesday that the striking jurers 
in Judge Withrow’s court were 
clearly in the wrong. Whether they 
were liable to punishment for c%n- 
tempt of court, he would not say. 
‘When the Court pronounces the 
opinion that the evidence in a case 
is of no value,’’ said Judge Ryan, 
‘‘there is no doubt of the jury’s 
duty to follow the Court's instruc- 
tions as to a verdict. If the Court 
is wrong, the losing side has the 
privilege of appeal. But it is the 
jury’s duty to comply with the 
Court’s instructions. I have ino 
doubt this can be found clearly 
established in decisions.” 














Court has first to pass upon the wuestion 
whether there is anything to de deter- 
mined. A will case is different from any 
other kind of a case. A nonsuit can- 
r.ot be taken. A verdict must be re- 
turned. I have ruled that there is noth- 
ing to be determined. I take the re- 
sponsibility. Under the law I have the 
sight. when I think that there is notaing 
for the jury to decide, to instruct what 
the verdict shall be. All that you have 
to do is to sign the verdict. You can 
state that you do so at the Judge’s di- 
rection if you wish.’’ 
Plaintiff's Lawyer Protests, 

Attorney Hiram ‘Moore, representing 
the plaintiff, had protested against the 
Judge’s instructions as a usurpation of 
the functions and illegal. When Judge 
Withrow arranged to adjourn court at 
5 o’cléck, leaving the jury still locked 
up, Moore protested that the Judge had 
no right to hold the jury after the ad- 
journment of court. The Judge ordered 
the jurymen released and ordered them 
to report in court at 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day.

SUES TO DISSOLVE 
SHOE MACHINE TRUST 


Government Begins Its Action in 
Federal Court in 


Boston. 


BOSTON, Dec. 13.—A suit asking for 
the dissolution of the United Shoe Muz- 
Co., a corporation of world- 


wide scope, has been instituted by the 
Federal Government, which filed a bil} 
in equity in the United States Circuit 
Court. 

The bill is brought against the Unitel 
Shoe Machinery Corporation, United 
Shoe Machinery Co. of New Jersey, ik 
subsidiary corporations and 23 individ- 
uals, to restrain the defendants from 
violation of the Sherman act in the 
manufacture, sale and lease of - me- 
chines, mechanisms, tools and devices 
uSs®@i in the manufacture of boots and 
shoes. 

The court is asked to order the dissu- 
lution of the defendant corporations into 
such parts that no one of them will 
constitute a monopoly or can become a 
monopoly of the shoe machinery busi- 








chinery 


amplification and to report on the wis- 
dom and practicability of a national in- 
corporation act. 

“In this mannet immediate relief 
could be provided,”’ packers argued. ‘‘At

UTILITY REGULATION 
A SOCIALISM REMEDY 


D. F. Wilcox, of New York 
Commission Tells City Club 
of the Plan.* 


The growth of Socialism and the 
Single tax idea until they have become

SERVICE PENSION 
BLL 1S. PASSED 
BY THE HOUSE 


Eighty-Four Democrats and 8 
Republicans Vote Against the 
Measure. 


ADDS $75,000,000 TO ROLL 





———— 


400,000 Pensioners Entitled to 
$20 to $30 a Month More if 
Bill Becomes Law. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The Sher- 
wood Service Pension bill, which would 
add millions to the Government annual 
expenditures by granting increasing pen- 
sions to Civil and Mexican War veter- 
ans on the basis of length of service, 
was passed by the House last night, 
despite the determined opposition of 
many Democratic leaders. 

Secretary of the Interior Fisher has 
estimated that the bill would add $7,- 
000,000 to the pension roll, if the 400,000 
veterans eligible take advantage of the 
increased wage. 

The Republicans who voted with the 
84 Democrats against the bill were 
Gardner, Gillette and McCall of Massa- 
Chusetts; Hill, Connecticut; Kent, Cali- 
fornia; McCreary, Pennsylvania; Payne, 
New York, and Utter, Rhode Island. 

Speaker Clark voted with the majority 
cf his party for the bill, and Democratic 
Leader Underwood, and Fitzgerald of 
New York, chairman of the Appropria- 
tion Committee, voted against it. 

Senate Will Go Slowly. | 

The bill now goes to the Senate, where 
there is a disposition to pass some form 
of amended service pension legislation. 
Senate leaders, however, will proceed 
slowly in the consideration of this leg- 
islation and many House Democrats vot- 
ed for the measure in the belief that 
the Senate would not pass it. 

The Sul'oway age pension bill, passed 
by the House last Spring, failed of pas- 
sage in the Senate at that time. This 
Republican measure was offered unsuc- 
cessfully in the House, as a substitute 
for the Sherwood bill.

Representative Harrison of New York, 
a leading Democrat on the ways and 
means committee, declared that the bill 
“knocks in the face all pretentions

Better Success Is Predicted for 
Organized Efforts to Land 
Democrats.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The_ St. 
Louis delegation left Washington 
convinced that it had been double- 
crossed both by Presidert Taft and 
Postmaster-General Hitchcock on the 
national convention proposition. ‘Secre- 
tary Nagel also was censured for not 
giving the St. Louisans a tip as to 


what had been already done by the ad- 
ministration. 

“Although President Taft and Hitch- 
cock both declared they would be neu- 
tral as between St. Louis and Chicago, 
giving the St. Louisans the impression 
that their fight would be without inter- 
ference from the administration, it was 
ascertained shortly before the commit- 
tee met yesterday that their efforts to 
send the convention to Chicago never 
ceased. The St. Louis men censured 
Nagel for not telling them frankly at 
the outset that the administration fa- 
vored Chicago. He permitted the St. 
Louisans to work themselves almost to 
the point of exhaustion and did not 
tell them the true situation until an 
hour before the committee met. 

President Rolla Wells of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, said the league 
would pow concentrate its efforts to 
get the Democratic National Conven- 
The league will begin a thorough, 
systematic campaign” immediately, the 
groundwork of which already has been 
laid. Another strong delegation will be 
sent to Washington to attend the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee meeting, 
Jan. 8. 

President Mills. Talks, 

“On our arrival at Washington it was 
apparent that the Republican party 
managers would decide to hold their na- 
tional convention in Chicago and a large 
majority of the National Committee was 
in accord therewith,’’ President Wells 
said. ‘‘We have no reason to believe 
that the*méeting place of the next Dem- 
cratic national convention has_ been 
agreed upon in advance of the assembly 
of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee. a 
“There should, therefore, be no cause 
for discouragement on the part of the 
people of St. Louis, and the Business 
Men’s League will concentrate every ef- 
fort to obtain the National Democratic 
Convention for St. Louis.”’ 


DEMOCRATS SPLIT 
OVER W. R. HEARST 


Mayor Seeks Democratic Con- 
vention While National Com- 


mitteeman Opposes It. 


CHICAGO, Dee. 13.—Mayor Harrison 
has appointed a committee to obtain 
subscriptions toward a fund to offer for 
the Democratic Convention for Chicago. 
National Committeeman Roger C. Sul- 
livan is understood to be opposed to hav- 
ing the convention here and members of 
the National Committee have privately 
stated that since W. R. Hearst is being 
boomed as a candidate for President by 
iis own newspapers they would oppose 
holding the convention in any city 
where Hearst has newspapers. 

As it is supposed both the Bryan. and 
the Eastern conservative committeemen 
will be agreed on this policy, those who 
are on the inside regard Chicago as out 
of the running. 

National Republican headquarters will 
be established soon after the New Year, 
when Harry S. New of Indiana, chair- 
man of the subcommittee in charge of 
arrangements for the convention, will 
be in Chicago. Practically the same ar- 
rangements will be made at the Coli- 
seum for the 1912 convention as pre- 
vailed at the 1908 meeting, when Presi- 
dent Taft was nominated. There will 
be about 15,000 seats for spectators.

Stokes when they shot him at their 
apartment last June, today returned to 
the task of discrediting the testimony 
of the two show girls, whose story pre- 
sented the case in a very different light. 

When court reconvened today the de- 
fenve temporarily suspended Miss Con- 
rad’s examination to give Dr. Avac 
Cutujian an opportunity to testify about 
his treatment of Miss Conrad last May 
while she was ill in the apartment she 
shared with Miss Graham. His testi- 
mony was brief and confirmed what the 
girl had already told about her illness. 

The girl admitted that her first stage 
engagement and the notoriety she gained 
from an attempt at suicide were pretty 
close together. She denied that the at- 
tempt was bogus and for press-agent 
purposes. 

Received $20 a Week. 

Miss Conrad said she had two the- 
atrical engagements aggregating about 
six weeks. She got $20 a week. 

Miss Conrad’s attorney gave out the 
statement she said she had obtained in 
the summer of 1910 from the young man 


of Plattsburg, N. Y., who, she says in-' 


sulted her. The statement was signed 
“Charles L. Miller,’’ and recited that, 
although he had seen the girl only once 
before, he had induced her to take an 
automobile ride. During this ride, the 
statement says he made insulting prop- 
ositions to Miss Conrad, but she indig- 
nantly repulsed him. Finally the state- 
ment says, Miller drove Miss Conrad to 
her home, but did not enter the house. 

Statement of Man. 

The statement concludes: 

“She never drank with me nor smoked 
cigarettes in my presence. Ashamed of 
myself for having caused a lot of un- 
truthful gossip as to my relationship 
with Miss Conrad. 

“T will do everything in my power to 
vindicate both her and myself. Buck- 
ner tried to show that Miss Graham’s 
alleged attempt to kill herself a 
few days before the shooting was not 
real, and that the girls had arranged 
it for theatrical effect and also to ex- 
tort money from Stokes, but Miss Con- 
rad stuck to the story both had told 
about it. 

‘She denied indignantly that she had 
helped the Graham girl write the let- 
ter prepared before she took poison. 
The Prosecutor fired questions often 
with apparent continuity, but the girl 
was always on her guard and always 
ready with an answer. 

Ir expressing her opinion of Stokes 
the girl became so vehement that Jus- 
tice Marcus warned her to remain calm, 
and Miss Conrad begged his pardon. She 
said Lillian Graham had perhaps 100 
letters from Stokes. 

At Miss Conrad’s characterization of 
policemen as ‘“‘old tattle tales,’”’ eight of 
the jurors laughed aloud and the young 
woman herself had to stuff a handker- 
chief in her mouth to stifle her mirth. 

Jack Rosenthal, a loan broker, testi- 
fied briefly regarding a loan of $2000 
made on June 28, 1910, to Mrs. Singleton, 
Miss Graham’s sister. 

When Miss Conrad came back to the 
stand, after recess, Robert Moore, her 
attorney, questioned her about. the 
Plattsburg incident. She told how she 
called on Miller and demanded satisfac- 
tion. 

“I took a pistol out of my bag,’ she 
testified, ‘‘and told him I wanted him to 
write a statement—the truth. He was 
so excited that he could not write, so 
he called his brother and dictated the 
statement to him.’”’ 

The statement was then read to the 
jury and put in evidence. 

Refused $5000, She Says. 

Miss Conrad was arrested and put in 
the Plattsburg jail charged with assault, 
she said, and while locked up _ the 
man who had insulted her called and 
offered her $5000 for his statement, but 
she refused. 

Stokes, his physicians say, is very 
sick and they do not even discuss when 
he will be able to finish his testimony. 
He underwent an operation yesterday. 
Several small abscesses were removed 
from his kidneys and, although he stood 
the operation well, some anxiety was 
expressed today regarding his condition. 


EDWARD S. ROBERT

Edward S. Robert, one of the best 
known lawyers in St. Louis, and trustee 
for several estates, some of them ag- 
gregating millions of dollars, died from 
uremia Tuesday night at St. Luke’s 
Hospital, after five days’ illness.

NATIONAL GAME MENACED 


Passing of ‘‘Separation’’. Resolu- 
tion by American League Pre- 
cipitates Row.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The first gun 
of a possible baseball war, which might 
mean the dissolution of the national 
agreement, was fired over the festal 
board at the Baseball. Writers’ Asso- 
ciation banquet last night. 

‘The American League's resolution to 
break with the National unless. the 
American League is allowed to handle 
the sale of tickets for all inter-league 
games, on A. L. grounds, fs the cause 
of all the disturbance. In the meantime 
baseball magnates are trying to quiet 
the rumors. 

When -sked for an explanation of 
the situation this morning President 
Hedges of the Browns said: 
“Oh, don’t take this too seriously. The 
National League probably will act fa- 
vorably on our resolution and the mat- 
ter will drop there.’ 

But the National League may 
not act favorably on. the — proposi- 
tion. The National Commission, Herr- 
mann and Lynch especially, regard the 
resolution as a slap at them. The Na- 
tional League magnates will concede 
nothing to the junior organization. 

The tempest began brewing in a tea- 
put Monday, when Charley Murphy sent 
broadcast a satirical] statement in which 
he nominated Ban Johnson for the presi- 
dency of the National League. This was 
followed by a statement from Lynch, in 
which the parent body president said 
that Ban Johnson would be censured 
should his charges«of collusion between 
the New York club and the ticket 
scalpers not be proven. Johnson real- 
ized that he had a slim chance of sub- 
stantiating his charges and resented the 
Lynch statement. 

Rushes Resolution Through. 
So when the g@imerican League mag- 

nates convened yesterday for their usual 
cut-and-dried annual meeting, merely 
a meeting of formality, Johnson hur- 
riedly put through a resolution which 
awakened baseball men to the fact that 
the American and National leagues were 
at outs. The American League resolu- 
tion adopted after 15 minutes’ delibera- 
tion is as follows: 

“Resolved, that the American League

Forward Brannigan Is Suspended 
for Three Weeks and Team 





May Not Finish Schedule. 
§NLESS Referee Paul McSweeney 
J explains more fully the ‘‘good”’ 
reasons he is supposed to have 
had for suspending Player Brannigan of 
the St. Leos’ champion soccer team, at 
a meeting to be held at the Maryland 
Hotel Friday night, the many-time lead- 
ers of local soccerdom will quit the 
local league and play independent foot- 
ball. 

This statement was made this morn- 
ing by Manager William Klosterman, 
who has brought the eleven to the front 
for nine successive pennants. Manager 
Klosterman believes Brannigan was 
treated unfairly. In the game with the: 
Columbus club, when Brannigan was 
banished for rough play, the second 
time this season, Klosterman says that 
the Columbus club men were doing more 
foul work than his players, and that 
Brannigan was not particularly objec- 
tionable. 

That he should not only be put out of 
the Sunday game but suspended for two 
Sundays following is the bone that 
sticks in Klosterman’s craw. 

“McSweeney will have to show Aa 
mighty good reason for picking Bran- 
nigan out of the lot of offenders as a 
scapegoat,’’ remarked Klosterman. It 
is so strong with us that we are will- 
ing to play independently, if the matter 
is inforced without some good reason 
being back of it all.”’ 

Brannigan’s suspension is for three 
Sundays, according to Secretary Will J. 
Dooling. That does not mean, however, 
that he will not be permitted to play 
with his team in the Dec. 24 game with 
the Tacony eleven of Philadelphia, 
which is scheduled to call here for two 
games. 

The St. Leo players began training 
Tuesday evening for the scheduled game 
with the Tacony eleven.

First Battle for Congress Con- 
ceded to Be Sweeping Vic- 
tory for Democracy.

HOENIX,. Ariz.,. Dec. 13.—The first 
State cafhpaign in Arizona, has resulted 
in a sweeping Democratic victory for 
senators and representatives in Con- 
gress and State officers, according to 
admissions 01 Republican leaders here, 
though figures are not available. 

The amendment to-the constitution 
eliminating the recall of judges neces- 
sary to secure statehood, passed almost 
unanimously. 

Figures on the amendment vote ceased 
to command attention early last evening. 

At an early hour this morning there 
appeared to be little hope for any Re- 
publican on the State ticket with the 
possible exception of Cleaveland for 
Secretary of State. 

Figures on the legislature were not 
available. 

It is indicated that Cochise County 
will go Democratic by a good majority, 
although the City of Bisbee may join 
the Republican ranks. 

Pinal County reported that Democratic 
State ticket elected by 4 or 50 majority. 

The counting of votes was very slow.

The report of the Railroad Securities Commis- 
sion, which Pr nt Taft commends to Con- 
gress, is notable alike for its judicial temper, 
wise conclusions and clear and comprehensive 
statement of the problems involved. It contains 
fruitful suggestion for the future. 

The Commissiondoes not think conditions war- 
rant Federal regulation of the issues of railroad 
stocks and bonds.

Although the Commission does not think that dit ! uated 
physical value is the sole basis of rate regulation adap RE A 
or that the amount of stocks and bonds governs 
— it recommends that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission be empowered to obtain com- 
plete information concerning the physical values 
of railroads upon which securities are issued. 

The one condition which the Commission re- 
gards the wisest, most practical and éffectual for 
the protection of the public from fraud and stock- 
jobbing is publicity. It recommends that rail- 
roads be compelled to supply to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission full information of/the 
details of issues; the purposes for which the 
proceeds are to be used and an accounting of ex- 
penditures. Speaking of the importance of pub- 
licity, the Commission says: 

It is the one thing upon which the Federal 
Government can effectively insist today; 
it is the fundamental thing which must serve 
as a basis for whatever regulation may be 
desirable in the future. If full publicity be 
given we shall also lessen the fraudulent crea- 
tion of debt. It is the degree of publicity 


rather than the stringency of the law which 
gives to the people any real protection. 


Secrecy Is required for successful financial 
juggling and stock-jobbing. Publicity destroys 
the opportunity for dishonest security issues and 
stock manipulations. Railroads which must ob- 
tain money in the market are forced to play fair 
when the cards are on the table. While it would 
be as inadvisable for the Government to guaran- 
tee that all railroad securities are honest is to 
guarantee the purity of all foods that are sold, it 
can prevent dishonest imposition by compelling 
venders to make known precisely what they aré 
offering for sale. 

No law will keep fools from folly, but publicity 
will give warning of the snares laid for the credu- 
lous. If the recommendations of the Commis- 
sion shall be adopted by Congress, most of #the 
present evils of railroad financing will be abo!- 
ished and the way will be prepared for further 
progress.
